The Examiner thinks it would help clarify the situation if in addition to the 
restriction between inventions of paper no. 10, an Election of species is made at this 
time. Please keep in mind that in electing a single Figure as the preferred embodiment 
only those claims reading on the structure shown in the elected Figure will be examined. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct
